Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a green glass soda-lime -siUcate glass having the 
recited amounts of total Fe203,Ce02, Ti02, and FeO, wherein the glass has the recited 
transmittance properties as recited in the instant claims. Specifically, the glass must meet the 
recited Ce02/Ti02 ratio as recited in the instant claims. See Applicants' remarks filed 3 April 
2009, pages 2-10.
